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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record do not fairly teach in pemiissible combination the claimed invention. The 
Schroeder et al references of the IDS teach a negatively pressurized enclosure and 
cooling air for cooling the gas turbine. However, there is no conduit having a discharge 
end for directing ambient cooling air onto a cooled structure. Hence, even if combined 
with a dual fiiel system with check valves, the lack of such a conduit renders the claims 
distinct from the art of record. Other art of interest are the Coughlin, III et al reference 
where fuel is used to cool the check valve and the Jansen et al reference where high 
pressure purge air (the conventional practice) is used to purge the liquid fuel lines to 
prevent coking (col. 1, lines 16+). Probert et al teach air conduits 25 surrounding the fuel 
stems 27a but teaches the valves 28 are outside tlie air conduits. There are no dual fuels 
nor valves within the air conduits.
